Rezoning, 
Streets 
Approved 


The upgrading of industrial 
zones in West Andover, and the 
acceptance of controversial 
streets in the so-called 
Parkhurst Development, 
topped the list of articles Tues- 
day night, as Town Meeting 
breezed through its second ses- 
sion. 


The Selectmen and FinCom 
had already withdrawn some 
expensive articles in an effort 
to keep the tax rate down. 
Among them were $200,000 for 
property valuation, and $20,000 
for town audit. 

The FinCom had also agreed 
before the meeting to lower its 
recommendation for water 
system improvements from 
$2.6 million to $940,000, a move 
the voters also agreed to. 

Robert Zollner expressed 
FinCom’s ‘‘disappointment”’ 
that some of the laying and re- 
laying of water mains would 
have to be postponed, and the 
Selectmen particularly tagged 
the amount appropriated for a 
new Prospect Hill reservoir. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin got the job of explaining 
the history of the Parkhurst 
Subdivision Roads, which Town 
Meeting was asked first to 
accept as town roads, and then 
to expend $4,500 to help bring 
them up to standards. 

He said the subdivision’s 
roads were approved in 1966, 
and according to building codes 
at the time. Since then, 
however, the roads have 
weakened and deteriorated, 
largely because of the lack of 
underdrains. Underdrains are 
now required by law. 

Austin said the town had been 
working for two years with 
Developer Antonio J. Tambone 
on a solution. Tambone, he said, 
would put up $19,100 toward im- 
provements - - including what 
was left on his bond with the 
town - - the residents would be 
assessed $13,400, and the town 
would pay $4,500. 

Austin said the town had a 
responsibility to find a solution 
and that the residents had 
bought their homes, in anticipa-

Capella Choir will perform. 

Then the proclamations will 
be read and gifts exchanged. 


Taking part will be the Indian 
Chief Cutshamanche, the Indian 
Roger, Mr. Woodbridge, and 
other historical characters, 
played by school youngsters. 

The ceremony has largely

In Tournament Play 
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The Andover Stars 6th grade 
basketball team coached by 
Frank Monette completed a 
successful season of tournament 
play last weekend by winning 
their third successive tourna- 
ment. 

The team went undefeated in 
tournament play with a 9-0 
record. In the first tournament 
they played, the Hampstead New 
Hampshire Civic Club Tourna- 
ment, they won in the quarter- 
finals 50-14 over Timberlane. The 
semi-finals found them clobber- 
ing Derry (1), 63-18. In the finals 
the Andover Stars, playing 
without three of their starters, 
still managed to top Derry (2), 
35-16 for the Tournament Cham- 
pionship. 

The Andover Stars then 
entered the tough Wakefield In- 
vitational Tournament, regarded 
as one of the most competitive 
tournaments in the Northeast 
and the state. The Andover team 
started off slow in their quarter- 
final match against Medford and 
led 17-9 at the half and 24-16 at 
the start of the fourth quarter, 
but in the final quarter gradually 
pulled away for a 35-20 victory as 
Ted Kelley scored 11 points, Mike 
White and Carmen Scarpa 6 each, 
Dick Kelley 5, E.J. Perry 4 and 
Phil Farr 3 points. 

In the semi-finals the Andover 
Stars ran into their toughest op- 
ponent St. Eulalia of Winchester. 
The score was knotted at 6-6 
after one quarter and Winchester 
led at the half 20-18. The Andover 
Stars then took over in the second 
half outscoring Winchester 26-18 
in the third quarter and 8-3 in the 
fourth quarter for a 52-41 victory.

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Another Space Race

WASHINGTON — The most 
backward nations may be far 
ahead of us in using a tech- 
nology that we spent billions of 
dollars to develop. 

We designed two satellites, 
which circle the globe and beam 
back images of the earth’s sur- 
face. These images are so 
detailed that scientists can keep 
a close eye on the world’s crops 
from outer space. They can even 
trace bug infestation in the fields 
far below. The images can now 
be used to predict closely what 
the world’s grain yield will be. 

Obviously, this information 
can be used in many valuable 
ways. But the Agriculture 
Department, in all its 
bureaucratic glory, is gumming 
things up. 

Why? Well, for one thing, the 
new satellites will radically 
change the way the department 
operates. It could cost the jobs of 
many bureaucrats who still 
check crops the old-fashioned 
way. 

In addition, top Agriculture 
officials are concerned about the 
far-reaching effects such tech- 
nology could have on the billion- 
dollar commodities market, and 
agribusiness in general. 

But other nations are eager to

school and property, and other 
conservation-recreation lands 
totalling nearly $1 million. 

In the event the meeting did 
not adjourn last night, it would 
reconvene tonight at 7:30 p.m. 
in East Jr. High School 
Auditorium. 

The voters first went against 
the FinCom Monday night over 
an additional $1,000 in 
municipal building expenses. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin made a plead for the 
funds to provide supplies and 
vacuum cleaning equipment for 
the New Theatre Building, 
when it is opened July 1.

Both 
Russia and China have 
purchased space photos from us. 
They seem particularly in- 
terested in photos of their com- 
mon border area. They may be 
more interested in watching 
each other’s border movements 
than in getting crop information. 


Brazil, Canada, Iran and Italy 


have purchased their own 
receiving stations, so they can 
pick up the satellite pictures 
directly. And even agriculturally 
backward nations like Bolivia, 
Iraq and the Sudan are putting 
the space data to use to improve 
their crops. 

But the U.S., unfortunately, is 
making little use of the space 
photos. 

New Nukes: Although we 
have enough nuclear weapons in 
our arsenal to devastate the 
Soviet Union, military 
researchers are now working on 
at least two new, top-secret 
multimillion-dollar bomb pro- 
jects. 

Pentagon strategists fear that 
our nuclear capabilities are 
being made obsolete by Soviet 
advances. They are concerned 
that our delivery system needs 
more range and firepower. Of 
course, they are also complain- 


$1100 above the FinCom’s 
recommendation. 

Selectman Janet Lake said 
the additional money would 
give the Haven an extra skilled, 
parttime worker.

Police Cuts 

The voters then turned and 
cut $13,500 from Selectman re- 
quests for the Police Depart- 
ment, agreeing instead with 
FinCom’s $103,750 figure. 

FinCom suggested that $7500 
instead of $15,000 be allotted for 
a consultant to study the Police 
Department, and that $6000 for 
street signs be omitted, in 
hopes that the state would come 
up with that amount. 

In the first standing vote of 
the evening, FinCom also won 
on a $10,000 cut of overttime 
pay for snow removal. They 
said the practice of paying an 
extra man to ride ‘‘shot gun” 
for night plowing was not 
necessary, and that private con- 
tractors who do work for the 
town do not use an extra man. 

Public Works Director 
Robert McQuade, however, 
said that damage done by the 
big plows to lawns and 
shrubbery is twice as great by 
the private contractors. 

He said he had gone out 
himself in a night storm to see 
the problem, and concluded 
that plowing was done better 
and safer during the long hours 
at night, in blinding 
snowstorms, with two men. 

New Track 

Following a report by 
Finance Committee Chairman 
Charles Wesson - - whoi said he 
had crawled around part of the 
high school track on his hands 
and knees - - Town Meeting in- 
creased the Parks Department 
expenses from $54,785 to $81,-

But the Pentagon brass hats 
may be putting the cart before 
the horse. According to secret 
reports we have seen, our scien- 
tists are also worried that these 
new bombs may not fit into the 
planes that would have to 
deliver them. 

Nevertheless, they are press- 
ing forward with bombs that 
they may be unable to deliver. 

Food Fiasco: The 
Agriculture Department has 
ruined more than two-and-a- 
half million dollars worth of food 
intended for hungry people in 
Puerto Rico. 

Agriculture officials shipped 
huge quantities of cheese, fruit, 
vegetables and cereals to Puerto 
Rico under a food commodities 
program. But incredibly, ar- 
rangements for storing and 
refrigerating the food were 
never made. 

As a result, one million dollars 
worth of cheese rotted, and 
more than $800,000 worth of rice 
and rolled oats were lost. 

Now the department is busily 
searching for scapegoats to 
blame. The bureaucrats claim 
it’s the fault of a federal judge 
who ordered them to send extra. 
food to feed the starving. 
They've also written a private 
report blaming Puerto Rican of- 
ficials for not taking proper care 
to store and refrigerate the food. 

Rambling Rug: We've 
solved the mystery of Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger’s miss- 
ing rug. 

The House Intelligence Com- 
mittee revealed that the Kur- 
dish rebel leader, General 
Mustafa Barzani, delivered two 


Superintendent Kenneth R.

It took two days to track the 


rug down. The beautiful, four-by- 
six, red and blue rug can now be 
found in the outer office of Gen- 
eral Brent Scowcroft, President 
Ford’s national security adviser. 

Bureaucratic Smoke: A 
secret Pentagon report describes 
an experimental missile which 
couldn’t be brought down by the 
most fearsome weapons but got 
snarled by government red tape. 

Our Air Force, in cooperation 
with the West Germans, con- 
ducted a series of top-secret tests 
in Germany of the Maverick air- 
to-ground missile. The Air Force 
wanted to determine whether 
the Maverick could penetrate 
simulated enemy defenses. 

The Maverick performed im- 
pressively until the Air Force 
tried to test it against a haze of 
smoke. There was a “Catch 22.” 
West German aircraft regula- 
tions prohibit the use of smoke on 
the ground over which airplanes 
fly. The Air Force couldn’t con- 
vince the West Germans to 
waive the rules. 

So, notes the secret report 
sheepishly, the smoke tests of the 
Maverick were “severely 
limited.”

Whether a friend has just 
given you a single tomato in 
a pot or you have a whole in- 
door garden of potted prim- 
roses, ‘ ferns, 
chrysanthemums, or chives, 
the time is bound to arrive 
when you zero in on how to 
house your pet plants. 

What kind of container 
should you choose? Elegant 
china? Tough redwood? 
Glazed oriental pottery? 
Woven baskets, plastic or 
wire? A cast-iron jar- 
diniere? Or unglazed clay? 

To decide what containers 
to use to showcase your 
plants, consider some down- 
to-earth information from 
House Plants Indoors/Out- 
doors, a new garden book. 

Among pot materials, the 
old-fashioned unglazed clay 
ranks highest among the ex- 
perts. As the book points 
out, ‘‘these classic, time- 
honored containers are hard 
to beat.” Clay pots help the 
plant - water evaporates 
through the sides and helps 
the roots stay cooler. Clay 
pots usually range in size 
from 2-to 18 inches in 
diameter - and all have a 
drainage hole. 

For people with indoor 
plants, especially, con- 
tainers of glazed pottery 
have a lot of appeal. These 
containers come either with 
or without a drainage hole. 
If you want the esthetic 
pleasure of a decorative con- 
tainer and it doesn’t have a 
drainage hole, it’s best to 
grow the plant in a slightly 
smaller clay pot inside the 
cachepot. 


Plastic pots and baskets 
have their virtues. The 
material is light-weight, less 


“expensive than clay, and 


available in the same range 
of sizes. , aS pee, 

You can come up with a 
real decorator look using all 
white plastic pots, but exer- 
cise care when you choose 
bright colors which may 
tend to appear garish. 
Plastic pots with drainage 


holes are preferred to those - 


without. 


Some container gardeners 


go for wooden boxes or 
planters. Redwood does es- 
pecially well outdoors. It’s 
not-resistant, long-lasting 
and attractive. Be sure to 
check how it’s put together 
before you select a box or 
planter - metal banding is 
often used and it’s quick to 
rust. The book, House Plants 
Indoors / Outdoors, Now 
available at local garden 
stores, offers sound advice: 
“The better way is to build, 
or have built, your own 
wooden planter boxes, sized 
to fit your particular needs. 
Don’t overlook marine 
plywood as a relative'v inex- 
pensive material f~. making 
planters.”’ 

Like otazcd pottery, 
baskets offer fascinating 
possibilities for interior 
decoration. But on the prac- 
tical side, all of them rot 
very quickly when subjected 
to constant moisture. So if 
you want to use a basket, put 
the plant first into a 
utilitarian pot and then into 
the basket.

Hose-end sprayers like the

(Continued from Page I-A) 
trees play in creating a 
more pleasant and healthy 
environment has been 
pointed out by the AAN in its 
popular Green Survival 
program.

For a riot of color and 
charming, decorative 
flowers from July to 
September plant gladioli 
successfully every two 
weeks from about mid-April 
to mid-June. 

There is no other tip about 
cultivating easy-to-grow 
gladioli quite so ‘important 
as succession plantings. 

Introduced into Europe 
from South Africa little 
more than a century ago, 
this huge iridaceous genus, 
consisting of some 150 
species, has become world 
leader among. summer- 
flowering bulbs. Skillful 
Dutch hybridization has and 
is continuing to make 
available to the amateur 
gardener at low cost an 
almost endless choice of 
new and beautiful varieties. 

These varieties come in a 
virtually unlimited range of 
colors, including the most 
delicate pastels as well as 
strong, bright hues. 

Of the three types of 
gladioli hybrids for Spring 
planting available there is 
no doubt whatsoever that 
the large flowered group 
provides the widest choice 
of varieties and makes the 
biggest impact. But the 
gladioli fancier will also 
welcome the primulus 
hybrids, with flower spikes 
about two-thirds the size of 
the large flowered varieties, 
and the small flowered or 
Butterfly’’ gladioli more 
recently introduced by the 
Dutch. 

The successful cultivation 
of all types of summer- 
flowering gladioli is the 
same. Almost any soil will 
do but to produce the best 
flower spikes the soil should

be enriched with humus - 
peat, compost or leafmould 
and should have good 
drainage. Always prepare 
the ground well in advance, 
digging at least 8-10 inches 
deep and working in 3 
ounces of a complete garden 
fertilizer per square yard. 
Remember that gladioli do 


not like freshly manured 


ground. 

Choose sunny and 
sheltered positions where 
the wind will not play havoc 
with tall stems. Gladioli 
make most decorative 
plants in beds and borders 
but don’t site them with tall 
plants in the herbaceous 
border or among. shrubs. 
For cutting purposes a sun- 
ny part of the vegetable gar- 
den is ideal. 

Planting can begin any 
time after frost is out of the 
ground and it is dry enough 
to work the soil. Succession 
planting may continue, at in- 
tervals of two to four weeks, 
as late as mid-June for fine 
spikes in the Autumn. 

Place the corms 5-6 inches 
deep and about 8 inches 
apart in groups or clusters 
of a dozen or more. If the 
soil is heavy place some 
sand underneath the corms 
to assist drainage, but on 
lighter soils this should not 
be necessary. Do be sure 
vou do not plant too shallow- 
ly for this leads to much 
more staking and good 
spikes may be lost in heavy 
winds. 

The corms quietly send up 
slim green leaves in the 
warm moist spring weather. 
Hoe carefully and frequently 
around the plants and keep 
them well-watered. When 
leaves are about 6 inches tall

After that, 
fertilize your roses two or 
three times a year with a 
fertilizer that’s high in 
phosphorus, and water them 
regularly so that roots are 
always kept moist.

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Fight Inflation In Your Own Backyard 


In these inflationary days, 
practically everyone is con- 
cerned with that vital 
question: just what is the 
best way to stretch your 
food dollar. 

Your own cost-cutting 
vegetable garden is one ex- 
cellent answer. With a 
minimum of time and effort, 
you can come up with your 
own vegetable garden in the 
free space around your 
home - in the odd-shaped 
garden, behind the garage, 
around the sides of the 
house, anywhere you have 
some un-used garden 
spaces. 

Growing your own 
vegetables now, in limited 
space, can result in some 
Surprising savings this 
summer - with a big bonus in 
the satisfaction that comes 
not only from watching 
something grow, but from 
the pleasure of eating 
delicious, syn-ripe, garden- 
fresh vegetables. 

For example, when you 
plant one 15-foot long row of 
lettuce, be organized so you 
don’t waste space, with one 
early planting and one late 
planting, you'll have a yield 
of about 48 heads of lettuce - 
and compared with last 
summer’s retail prices, you 
could save about $24. One 
row of nine tomato plants 
will yield about 100 pounds, 
and with two plantings, can 
save you as much as $33. 

Grow a variety of your 
own vegetables - 
cucumbers, cabbage, beets, 
carrots, spinach, green 
onions, leeks, peas, radishes 
and parsley - and you'll 
come up with substantial 
savings during the summer 
and fall months. Those 
dollars saved with stretch 
even further when you 
decide to try your hand at 
freezing or canning. 

What are some pointers on 
limited-space gardening? 

1. Even with limited 
Space, remember to leave 
ample proper distances 
between rows, and between 
plants in each row. 

“To the first time gar- 
dener anxious to make a 
small plot of ground produce 
a bumper crop, the dis- 
tances between rows seem 
unnecessarily wide,’’ the 
book points out. ‘‘You can 
cheat on these distances but 
remember that weeding and 
harvesting will be difficult. 
You must compensate for 
lack of space for the roots to 
run by more frequent fer- 
tilizing and watering. Crow- 
ding also cuts down on air 
circulation and invites

foliage diseases.”’ 

2. Increase your available 
Space in unconventional 
ways. You can grow 
vegetables in boxes and 
tubs, and bushel baskets - on 
a balcony, deck or patio gar- 
den. You can even use cans 
and planters of all shapes 
and sizes. 

Tomatoes, for example, 
thrive in containers - in pots 
and boxes. And you can train 
them to grow on a fence. 
Vines of beans, cucumbers, 
squash or gourds also do 
well on a fence. But when 
you grow vegetables in this 
way, be sure to compensate 
for the limited soil space 
with more frequent 
waterings and the addition 
of nutrients. 

3. Don’t rush the season. 
“There’s a race between 
rooting and rotting with 
many seeds, states All 
About Vegetables. With such 
seeds as corn, beans, and es- 
pecially limas, the warmer 
the soil the better the 
chances for success. So, if 
Spring planting fever gets 
you while the soil is still 
cold, choose the seeds that 
tolerate cool soil. 

4. Learn to enjoy weeding. 
Consider that one major 
difference between garden 
success and failure is weeds. 


All the time spent in choos- 
ing and finding the right 
varieties, all of the hours of 
planning the garden, can be 
wasted or made less fruitful 
by the competition of weeds. 

5. Be a curious gardener. 
The gardener who carefully 
looks at his plants with a 
questioning eye is the most 
likely to have a_ healthy, 
beautiful garden. When you 
watch closely for trouble 
signs, spot them early, then

Plant Roses In Spring 


When spring’s gently-warmed 
earth brings forth the rose 
bush’s first colorful, fragrant 
blossoms, the gardener is 
reminded of why this ancient 
flower has remained a peren- 
nial favorite for centuries. 

The most common of flower- 
ing shrubs, the rose’s populari- 
ty is accounted for, in part, by 
the variety of species available. 
It is a rare lawn that does not 
have some rose-bearing plant: 
a miniature, a bush, a tree or a 
climber. The color selection is 
a slice out of the rainbow’s 
spectrum - yellows, creams, 
pinks, reds, white. When 
properly cared for, roses are 
easily grown almost anywhere, 
and are always an attractive 
addition to any lawn or garden. 

The three major re- 
quirements for location of roses 
are plenty of air circulation, 
sun and drainage. Specific plan- 
ting instructions are available 
from your local nursery garden 
center. 


If rose-bearing plants are 
already growing in your yard, 
now is the right time for prun- 
ing and feeding. To prune, cut 
away all dead, broken or 
scraggly shoots, leaving the 
bush open for healthy growth of 


Stronger canes. New green 
shoots will soon be appearing on 
your plants as the spring sun 
warms the earth. 

Roses need nitrogen, 
pphosphorus and potash as 
basic nutrients, and these are 
available from commercial fer- 
tilizers, such as 5-10-5, or 
natural materials. Sow fer- 
tilizer two to three inches into 
soil surrounding perimeter and 
water afterwards. For the 
healthiest roses, good feeding 
practice is to repeat this 
process three times annually: 
once in early spring, once about 
the time of heavy June bloom, 
and once in early August. 

Watering requirements vary 
with the climate, but a good 
rule of thumb is to make sure 
the roses receive the equivalent 
of one inch of rainfall weekly. 

There are certain common 
diseases, such as black spot, 
and insects, such as Japanese 
beetles, which may be readily 
controlled by the use of proper- 
ly timed sprays and dusts. Ad- 
vice and materials for pest con- 
trol may be obtained from your 
garden center.

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Nature has concocted an 
ingenious exchange 
program between plants and 
animals. Animals (and that 
includes humans), take in 


oxygen and exhale carbon 


dioxide as they breathe. 
Without a steady, consistent 
supply of oxygen we could 
not survive. 

Plants operate in the 
reverse. They take carbon 
dioxide from the air and 
give off oxygen. The carbon 
dioxide is absolutely eesen- 
tial to plant life and growth. 

Some botanists think this 
relationship between plants 
and animals explains why 
house plants are more likely 
to thrive when someone 
talks to them regularly: the 
talking gives the plants an 
intense, direct dose of car- 
bon dioxide. 

Whatever may be the ex- 


planations for the benefits of 
talking to plants, there is no 
questioning the value of 
what plants do for humans 
and other animals in filling 
the air with life-giving ox- 
ygen. Pot plants in the home 
add not only beauty and a 
sense of aliveness, they also 
help purify the air by absor- 
bing the carbon dioxide and 
emitting oxygen. 


Just as house plants func- 
tion as air filters indoors, 


trees, shrubs, and other . 


green vegetation operate on 
a vaster scale outdoors to 
absorb the carbon dioxide 
and pump oxygen into the at- 
mosphere. This chemical 
process is a built-in and in- 
dispensable role within the 
eco-system. Life on this 
planet would not be possible 
without the green plants 


Using Plants To 
Conserve Topsoil 


The world is fed with 
crops harvested from a rich, 
six-inch crust of topsoil that 
lies on top of the earth’s sur- 
face. 

It is disconcerting to 
realize that when the 
Pilgrims landed 350 years 
ago the layer of topsoil was 
nine inches. The appalling 
rate of deterioration of this 
indispensable element - - 
about one inch every 100 
years - - threatens to ex- 
haust the earth’s food- 
producing capacity in a few 
centuries unless ways can be 
found to reverse the trend. 

The problem has long 
preoccupied the government 
officials of this and many 
other countries, and various 
steps have been taken to 
conserve this valuable 
resource. Such efforts, of 
course, will continue. 

Yet, soil conservation 
measures are aimed 
primarily at farmlands and 
forests, and therefore have 
little direct effect on urban 
and suburban land where the 
soil attrition continues to 
run apace. 

The popular Green Sur- 
vival program, under the 
sponsorship of the American 
Association of Nurserymen, 
addresses itself to the peo- 
ple who can affect the top- 
soil crisis in metropolitan 
areas. By working in 
tandem with nature, 
suggests the AAN, in- 
dividuals can enjoy a variety 
of plantings which will 
stabilize the topsoil. 

On steep slopes, if grass is 
not taking hold, certain 
ground covers are available 
which will grow in soil con- 
ditions not favorable to 
other plant life. Some shrubs 


also do well in poor soil. 
These plants offer double 
protection to the land 
through their deep-running 
root structure and their 
leaves which break up the 
falling rain drops. 

Sandy soil subject to wind 
storms can be held in place 
by the use of suitable plan- 
tings. The roots act as 
stabilizers, and the leaves 
and branches fend off 
powerful wind gusts. 

If there are some pesky 
spots in your yard which 
have not responded to your 
efforts, your local nursery 
garden center can advise 
you on the steps to take that 
will promote a Green Sur- 
vival program right on your 
own premises. 

In keeping with our coun- 
try’s Bicentennial celebra- 
tion, such conservation 
measures can help us be 
better stewards of the land 
bequeathed to us by our 
pilgrim forebears. 


Preventing 
Crabgrass 


Crabgrass no longer is the 
invincible enemy which dis- 
figured lawns every 
summer while homeowners 
either watched helplessly or 
tried hand-toplant combat. 
Ever since the day some 
years back when the O. M.

which manufacture oxygen. 

The sanitizing function of 
plants is not limited to the 
disbursement of oxygen, 
however. Their leaves act as 
tiny filters which catch dust 
and other pollutants, then 
the rain comes and washes 
the particles back into the 
soil. 

Green Survival, an 
ecology-minded program 
conceived by the American 
Association of Nurserymen, 
has been calling attention to 
the essential part played by 
plants in the survival of all 
life on earth. Green Survival 
emphasizes what the in- 
dividual can do to par- 
ticipate in restoring the en- 
vironment. 

‘‘AS our country 
celebrates its Bicenten- 
nial,” says the AAN, ‘‘we 
are also observing the 


with a combination product 
containing both crabgrass 
preventer and lawn fer- 
tilizer, so only one applica- 
tion trip over the lawn is 
needed. The crabgrass 
preventing ingredients 
create a barrier which stops 
crabgrass seeds from 
sprouting, so the ugly plants 
never show up in the lawn. 

The next few weeks are 
right for putting crabgrass 
preventer on the lawn. As 
long as it is in place before 
this year’s crop of crabgrass 
starts to sprout (from seeds 
deposited by earlier crops as 
they died out each fall), it 
will be effective. Sprouting 
doesn’t occur until soil 
temperatures are quite 
warm, mosture is ample and 
daylight hours long - usually 
not before late spring. 
However, to be sure, it’s ad- 
visable to apply crabgrass 
preventer as soon as it’s 
convenient to be outdoors o2 
the lawn. 

Don’t be fooled in early 
spring into thinking 
crabgrass is already grow- 
ing in your lawn, just 
because you might see some 
coarse-bladed grasses in it. 
Crabgrass, being an annual, 
doesn’t develop enough to be 
evident in a lawn until 
summer, so any mature 
coarse grass seen before 
then undoubtedly is one of 
the perennial varieties of 
wild grasses (such as coarse 
fescue). But anyone who

The U.S. celebrated its first of- 
ficial Thanksgiving in 1777 - - not 
in honor of the Pilgrim event, but 
to celebrate the defeat of British 
General John Burgoyne. 
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For the gardener who 
wants a continuing bright 
summer-flower display 
from July through October, 
dahlias are the delight of the 
garden. With sizes and 
colors to suit every taste, 
dahlias range from tiny 
pompons to the large shaggy 
flowers as big as a dinner 
plate. Whether single, dou- 
ble, giant, large, medium or 
small, dahlias have velvety 
petals in a myriad of 
brilliant colors, and 
countless shades and hues. 

Named after the Swedish 
botanist, Andrew Dahl, 
dahlias are actually part of 
the daisy family. They can 
range in height from 10 to 72 
inches; are most adaptable, 
and can be planted almost 
anywhere in the garden, but 
they prefer an environment 
of temperatures ranging 
from 60 to 75 degrees. They 
can withstand direct 
sunlight if temperatures are 
cool. In areas where 
temperatures are normally 
above 75 degrees, dahlias 
should be planted in partial 
shade. 

The dwarf bedding single- 
flowered dahlias are also ex- 
cellent for outdoor con- 
tainers at the front of the 
house, or on the terrace, 
balcony, or roof garden. 

Dahlias can adapt to 
different types of soil, but 
thrive better in heavy moist 
soil, rather than in extreme- 
ly light sandy soil. The most 
important aspect of growing 
dahlias is the preparation of 
the soil. They do particular- 
ly well in rich manured soil, 
and respond well during the 
blooming season when ad- 
ditional fertilizing is done. 

As natives of the Mexican 
highlands, dahlias were first 
raised by the Aztecs, and 
given the name ‘‘water- 
pipe.’’ Dahlias still live up to 
this name, and like to be 
well watered at all times. 
Watering should be suf- 
ficient to assure constant 
moisture around the root 
system. 

Preparation of dahlia beds 
in advance usually makes 


Larger dahlias will need stakes 
since the blossoms will sometime 
be more than the stem can endure. 
When planting, place the stake in 
the ground first. Then plant the 
tuber. The reason is obvious—if 
you plant the tuber first, you may 
pierce it with the stake. 


performers into a lawn. 

Whenever seeding or re- 
seeding a lawn, fertilizer 
should be spread too. Better 
initial seedling growth and 
subsequent development 
will result, especially if a 
special formula ‘‘starter 
fertilizer’ is used instead of 
regular fertilizer.

Mulch for plants can be 


peat moss, shredded bark, 
grass clippings, leaves, 


woodchips, sawdust, straw, . 


hay, evergreen boughs, pine 
needles, peanut hulls, cocoa 
hulls and certain other 
organic materials. Even 
such non-plant materials as 
pebbles, sheets of black 
plastic, and shredded auto 
tires can make a good mul- 


ch. Mulch is important, the 
American Association of 
Nurserymen points out, to 
hold moisture, protect roots 
from sun and keep weeds 
down. 
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The Delight of Dahlias 


planting easier and more 
rewarding. Ideally, a thick 
layer of well-decayed 
manure or humus is tilled 
into the dahlia beds. When 
planting time arrives, after 
the last frost, the procedure 
is simple: 

1. Dig a hole six inches 
deep for each root, and place 
it at the bottom, with the 
growing tip upward. 

2. Cover with three or four 
inches of soil, except the 
dwarf bedding varieties 
which need only two inches 
to cover soil. 

3. Allow three feet 
between the larger 
varieties, and at least two 
feet between the smaller 
varieties. 

Drive a tall, sturdy stake 
into place before the roots 
are covered, to avoid 
damage. Stakes should be 
six to eight feet high. 
Smaller bedding varieties, 


of course, will not require 
Staking. 

All types of dahlias are 
superb in borders, and the 
dwarf bedding varieties can 
also be most effective in 
window boxes, or other out- 
door containers. If the 
flowers are not cut for in- 
door arrangement, it is ad- 
visable to remove the faded 
flowers which will prevent 
seeds from forming, and ex- 
hausting the plant for future 
bloom. And, the more you 
cut the more the plant will 
flower. 

Many different dahlias are 
now offered to the gardener, 
but it is important to 
purchase tubers from 
reliable suppliers. Holland’s 
bulb industry cultivates the 
best garden varieties from 
around the world, and 
Dutch-grown tubers will 
assure a healthy perfection 
in dahlias. 


Thicken Lawn 
By Re-Seeding 


Some lawns are so thin or 
open that even heavy 
fertlization will not be 
enough to thicken them up in 
one season. Adding new 
grass plants by over-seeding 
the lawn is advisable in such 
situations. 

A good rule of thumb is 
that wherever bare soil is 
clearly visible, sowing grass 
seed is sensible. Otherwise 
nature may beat you to it 
with weeds. 

Another common re- 
seeding situation isn’t 
evidenced by bare soil, but 
something just as visible - 
patches of dead vegetation. 
They are actually the 
skeletal remains of last 
year’s crabgrass plants. 
When they disintegrate this 
spring, their place will be 
taken by a new crop of 
crabgrass (from seed 
dropped last fall) unless 
remedial steps are taken. 
First, grass seed should be 


sown to re-establish the 
desirable plants smothered 
by last year’s crabgrass. 
Then crabgrass preventer 
should be spread, being 
careful to use one which is 
compatible with grass seed. 

Still another good reason 
for re-seeding is to upgrade 
the lawn by adding newer, 
improved varieties of 
grasses - such as Victa, 
Windsor and Vantage Ken- 
tucky bluegrasses, or Biljart 
hard fescue. Richer, more 
vibrant greens, better shade 
adaptability, more disease 
resistance, and denser 
growth characteristics are 
some of the performance ad- 
vantages to be gained by in-

Terrariums to. Thimbles 


Raising plants in enclosed 
environments has become 
the rage across the United 
States. 

Although terrariums top 
the popularity list, there’s 
an imaginative range of 
ways you can create your 
own garden in miniature, 
even your own thimble gar- 
den. 

Mini-gardens can flourish 
in glass bubble bowls, jars, 
cognac snifters, fish tanks, 
in bottles and dishes. In the 
larger containers, you can 
create your own landscape 
design to portray a favorite 
scene from nature: a 
woodland setting, mountain 
environment, desert or 
seascape. 

If you want to develop 
your own mini-garden, it’s 
best to make your selection 
of plants from those that 
grow and stay small or, as a 
second choice, from those 
that grow slowly. In a 
terrarium or glass bottle, 
desirable plants include 
small ferns; miniature glox- 
inias; strawberry- 
geranium; small cryp- 


tanthus or earth stars; 


miniature rex begonias. 

True miniature plants 
abound. The miniature glox- 
inias and their hybrids are 
the most nearly perfect, but 
there are also miniature 
African violets, miniature 
begonias, geraniums, ivies, 
even orchids. 

Once you have a ge~. idea 
of the plants cu want, the 
réeccpt2elc to house them, 
and the effect you want to 
create, here are some do’s 
and don’ts from House 
Plants Indoors / Outdoors, 
now available at local gar- 
den centers: 

Terrariums 

Don’t be misled by the no- 
tion that terrariums require 
little or no care. Most plants 
not only need some bright 
sunlight each day but also 
water and routine 
maintenance to keep in good 
shape. 

Don’t fall into the trap of 
using herb plants when you 
create your terrarium gar- 
den. These are good pot 
plants, but need a sunny win-

dow, superior drainage, and 
fresh, circulating air to be 
healthy. 

Do line the bottom of your 
terrarium (most have no 
drainage holes) with a layer 
of charcoal chips about one- 
half inch deep.Then add 
about one inch of potting 
soil. If you have selected a 
commercially available soil 
labeled for terrarium use 
and find that it is too dense, 
too rich or too moisture 
retentive, just add some 
vermiculite or perlite. 

Do give your imagination 
full sway as you create your 
garden landscape. If you’re 
portraying a remembrance 
from summer days in the 
woods, consider using a 
shallow container of water 
to represent the lake. For a 
desert scene, simulate the 
drama of the Southwest with 
different layers of colored 
sand, pebbles, soil, charcoal 
chips or even pieces of 
pulverized clay. For a moun- 
tain setting, include some 
lightweight stone such as 
Featherock. 

Thimbles 

There’s a new kind of 
challenge for plant lovers in 
creating a thimble garden 
with miniature plants. As 
House Plants Indoors / Out- 
doors points out “Growing 
miniature plants in tiny con- 
tainers is the height of 
Lilliputian gardening. It is 
possible to have living,

plants in dollhouse dishes, 
caps of toothpaste, 14-inch 
plastic pots and even in 
thimbles.”’ 

Cacti - with their 
fascinating shapes, textures 
and colors - are splendid 
candidates for your thimble 
garden, esthetically and 
practically. They naturally 
adapt to a warm, dry set- 
ting. 

Other delightful 
possibilities include rosary 
vine, miniature creeping fig, 
miniature varieties of 
English Ivy, miniature glox- 
inias and African violets. 

As you start your thimble 
garden: 

Do plant the thimble with 
one-eighth inch of space at 
the top for frequent water- 
ing. 

Do use fine-textured pot- 
ting soil and, once every two 
or three weeks, add just a 
few drops of dilute liquid 
houseplant food. 

Don’t let the soil dry out. 
Check it twice.a day, .in the 
morning and in the evening. 
When it is dry, water the soil 
with an eyedropper or better 


still, emerse thimble, soil, - 


roots and all in water. 

Don’t let your tiny plants 
get out of hand as they grow. 
Apply careful pinching or 
pruning. Manicure scissors 
will do the trick as pruning 
shears.

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Discover a New Leisure-Time 
Hobby: Growing Cactus 


More than ever before, 
Americans. have turned to 
creative, leisure-time ac- 
tivities, from a variety of 
handicarfts to gardening. 

Growing cactus is a new 
kind of hobby with a lot of 
popular appeal. For people 
with doubts about the 
greeness of their thumb, it’s 
reassuring to know that cac- 
ti are the most ‘‘neglec- 
table’ of house plants, and 
will survive with far less 
care than most plants. Cacti 
are tough - and beautiful, 
with perhaps the loveliest 
blossoms of all the flowering 
plants. 

There’s a surprisingly 
large number of cacti to 
choose from - with 10,000 
plants now catalogued as 
cacti. All these plants have 
the ability to store water in 
their stems and leaves 
against drought. 

From the book, Gardening 
Shortcuts, available at gar- 
den centers throughout the, 
U. S., here are some down- 
to-earth hints on how to 
become a cacti hobbyist: 

Beginners will be wise to 
choose an easy group of cac- 


Dandelions may be a 
nuisance in the lawn, but 
they’re a delicacy on the dinner 
table to many epicures, accor- 
ding to the Massachusetts 
Department of Food and 
Agriculture. 

The current peak season for 
cultivated dandelions should 
continue through May, but if 
you should choose to gather up 
the wild ones sprouting in your 
yard, be sure to wash them 
thoroughly with water. 

The leaves are the edible part 
of the dandelion plant and 
should be gathered when young 
and tender. Those of com- 
merical varieties are generally 
larger, more tender, less bitter 
and of a lighter green color than 
wild dandelion leaves. 

Nutritionally, dandelion 
greens are a good source of 
both vitamins A and C. They 
may be served raw in a mixed 
salad, solo with oil and lemon 
dressing, or wilted, with a 
vinegar dressing. 

For cooked dandelion greens, 
place in a small amount of 
water, cover and steam 10 to 20 
minutes until tender. Serve 
with butter and seasonings or a 
dash of vinegar. For variation, 
add some diced bacon, salt pork 
or onions before steaming - - or 
cook in ham broth rather than 
water. 

Dandelion greens may also be 
used in soups, omelets or 
quiche. Another of the more un- 
usual uses for dandelions is

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ti to grow, such as the 
EKuphorbias (The Christmas 
poinsettia is an outstanding 


example). As the book ad- 


vises: 

‘‘Make sure the cuttings of 
euphorbias just kiss the soil 
or place clumps of earth 
gently around them. Don’t 
water cuttings or 
transplants for at least a 
week. Sprinkle lightly with 
water at first. Heavy water- 
ing will cause ‘damping off’ 
or rot to your succulents.” 

You must provide a proper 
soil mixture and, today, 
there are prepackaged mix- 
es designed for cactus and 
other succulents which are 
regarded as a good solution 
for the home hobbyist. The 
mix must furnish fast 
drainage and good aeration. 

Water cacti less frequent- 


wine, which is made from the 
blossoms. ‘‘Dandelion Coffee’ 
is made by roasting the cleaned 
roots in a slow oven about 4 
hours until crisp and brown - - 
then grinding in a coffee mill. 
With the current prices for 
coffee, it might be worth a try! 

Botanically, dandelions 
belong to the sunflower family, 
which includes chicory, endive, 
salsify, lettuce, artichokes, 
sunflowers, daisies, asters and 
zinnias. 

Most of the commercially 
cultivated dandelions are com- 
ing in from New Jersey and 
Texas, but some are 
Massachusetts grown. 


Dandelion Omelet 


Mix 4 eggs, 4 tablespoons 
water, salt, pepper to taste. 
Add one cup shredded young 
dandelion greens. Melt 4 
tablespoons butter in skillet 
over medium heat. Add omelet 
mixture and cook until eggs are 
set and bottom side is golden 
brown. Fold over in middle with 
a spatula and serve. Makes 2 to 
4 servings.

ly than you do other plants. 
One rule is to water well 
after the soil has become 
dry for several days. It’s 
better to underwater than to 
water too much. When you 
overwater cacti, root rot 
will set in, but they’ll 
recover from underwater- 
ing. 

Test the right atmosphere 
and location for your plant 
by trying different locations. 
If it isn’t doing well in 
sunlight, try the plant in a 
shady and humid area. Move 
it around until you find a 
happy spot. 

It’s helpful to think about 
the part of the world the 
plant comes from and 
therefore the atmosphere it 
prefers. As Gardening Short- 
cuts says: “Hot, arid deserts 
are not the only homes for 
cacti. They are found all 
over the world-in jungles, 
along cool, shady streams 
and on mountains where 
they are forced to endure 
strong, cold winds.”’ 

So don’t be surprised when 
your cacti take a cooler, 
shadier spot rather than one 
that simulates the desert.

Geraniums - which can be

“can conjure up the 
American history of garden- 
ing as you enjoy them in 
traditional clay pots, or in 
hanging baskets. 

Zinnias in hanging baskets 
also revive vistas of the 
past. One of the oldest of zin- 
nia varieties, zinnia linearis, 
recently has’ been 
resurrected, according to 
Gardening Shortcuts, 
‘because of its impressive 
performance in hanging 
baskets.”’ 

This zinnia plant grows 
eight inches high and, in full 
bloom, blossoms with small, 
golden orange flowers, each 
petal with a lemon stripe. 

Nasturtiums take many 
people back to their 
childhood - and in one major 
seed catalogue, the old- 
variety of single-flowering 
nasturtiums has been 
rediscovered. The descrip- 
tion reads: ‘Old-fashioned 
charm makes single- 
flowered nasturtiums in 
great demand for garden 
and cutting.’’ The new 


dwarf, double-flowering 
nasturtiums are also 
available. 

The hollyhocks 
remembered from gentler 
times still abound today, and 
gardeners can _ rediscover 
the simple, old-styled varie- 
ty as well as enjoy the new 
double, ruffled and im- 
proved ones. 

Black Aztec Sweet Corn 
represents an even longer 
link with the past. In repor- 
ting on its current availabili- 
ty, Gardening Shortcuts 
found this information in a 
nursery catalogue: “ 
identical to that which Aztec 
farmers grew 2,000 years 
ago. It has the same 
sweetness and flavor it had 
then.

Election 


The ‘‘candidates’’ can’t 
talk but they’re beautiful 
and smell nice. 

These particular can- 
didates will be squaring off 
in the FTD Bicentennial 
Flower Election to be con- 
ducted in July, 1976, by 
Florists’ Transworld 
Delivery, the flower 
delivery service. The idea is 
to help the United States 
pick an official national 
flower. Each of the 50 states 
has an official flower. Many 
states honor particular 
animals, birds and even fish. 
The country has the bald 
eagle. But there is no of- 
ficial natural flower. 

During July, the public 
will be invited to visit FTD 
florist shops - there are 
nearly 14,000 in the U.S. - to 
vote by ballot for its favorite 
flower, the one it would 
most like to see named the 
nation’s official bloom. 

There will be about 20 
different flowers listed on 
the ballots, along with space 
for a write-in. The results 


will be announced publicly 


by FTD in August and 
presented at the same time 
to the U. S. Congress, which 
must act to give Americans 
an official flower. 

Over the years, a number 
of different flowers have 
‘been proposed as the official 
one, but none has ever won 
enough support in the 
Congress.
